The firemen did a bit of life saving

Katz and her two children, Milton, a 
baby less than a year old, and Edith 3 
years in their night clothes-crying- In- 
terror at the windows on the second 
floor. The men of Engine 5 gave their 
first attention to rescuing the mother 
and children and soon took them from 
the burning building. 


There is only one entrance in the 


rear of the- store to the tenement up- 
stairs and no escape was possible for 
the mother and children. The daugh- 
ter was just about to jump as the fire 
men arrived. The frantic mother was 
to throw the baby to the daughter if 
the girl reached the ground without 
injury ond was able to ca,tch her baby 
brother. The mother, was to follow and 
risk her life In jumping. The timely 
arrival of the firemen prevented this.
